This year’s Mollyockett Day, last 
Saturday, was the best in its 25-year 
history, according to most observers. 
And it brought the biggest crowds. 

“I have never, ever seen a bigger 
crowd in Bethel,” said Hugh Chapman, 
owner of Edelweiss Country Store on 
Main Street. 

How many people were there? 
Educated guesses placed the number at 
between 3,000 and 4,000, The Bethel 
‘Rotary Club, for example, sold 700 
chicken or clam dinners on the Common, 
plus 50 ears of corn. separate from the 
dinners, plus 900 soft drinks, ; 

According to Rotarian John Head, who 
was selling the food and drink tickets, 
“Not more than one in four (people in the 
crowd) would buy a dinner.” 

The B.E.A.R.S. sold 1,200 soft drinks 
at their stand on the Common, Hugh and 
Linsley Chapman, at the Edelweiss, dip- 
ped 800 ice cream cones, which is also a 
pretty good indication of crowd size. 

On the Common, the Bethel. Area 
Health Center was also scooping ice 
cream for sundaes, They ran out of ice 
cream in mid-afternoon, having sold 329 
sundaes. 

Most vendors seemed to sell out of 
food. The Rotary Club sold out. all their 
chicken and corn by 5 p.m. and all their 
clams by 6:30 p.m.

Dumps look okay, 
DEP official says 


Last Wednesday, Don Kale, en- 
vironmental specialist and project 
manager for the state Department of En- 
vironmental Protection inspected the 
former Woodstock and Greenwood 
dumps as well as the new joint transfer 
station and expressed approval of 
developments to date, the Woodstock 
selectmen reported last night. 

He was accompanied on his tour by 
Fergus Lea, of the Androscoggin Valley 
Council of Governments, Woodstock 
Selectman Frank Bean and Greenwood 
Selectman Wayne Redman. 

The former dumps have been covered 
by Dennis Wilson, of Greenwood, with 
clay from Mt, Abram Ski Slopes’ excava- 
tion for a pond tor snowmaking. It took 
3,300 yards of clay to cover the 
Woodstock dump alone. All aspects of the 
sealing of the dumps seemed acceptable 
to the DEP official, the selectmen 
reported. 

Steps still need to be taken, however, 
to install a 10-foot fence at the transfer 
station to satisfy the desires of a summer 
resident adjacent to the site. 

Since the inspection, the clay covers of 
both dumps have been seeded. 

The Woodstock Board of Selectmen 
also reported that although the old dump 
is absolutely closed, there is still a pro- 
blem with some residents leaving trash 
near the entrance. If the responsible par- 
ties do not cease these actions, com- 
plaints will be filed with the appropriate 
authorities, the selectmen. warned.

‘DOG DAYS’ CAN BE 
DANGEROUS FOR PETS 

Leaving a pet in a parked car ona hot 
summer day'can be fatal for the animal 
and may lead to a court summons for the 
animal’s owner. That warning to pet 
owners was. recently -issued by Clyde 
LeClair, Director of the State’s Animal 
Welfare Board. 

‘Dogs and other pets are very suscep- 
tible to heat stroke,”says LeClair. “On 
sunny days from late June through 
September, the temperature in a closed, 
parked car can reach 160 degrees in a 
matter of minutes, even when windows 
are partially open, and pets left in the car 
ean quickly suffer brain damage or die. 
from heatstroke.” 

LeClair notes that, aside from being 
concerned about the health of their 
animals, pet owners should be aware 
that leaving pets in closed vehicles ex- 
posed to the sun can be a violation of 
state laws. Under the laws regarding 
humane treatment of animals, state 
humane agents or other law enforcement 
officials may take necessary action to 
summons a careless pet owner for cruel- 
ty, a violation that could result in a fine 
of up to $1,000. Police departments 
throughout the state routinely monitor 
this problem and have been asked to 
assist in rescuing animals from this type 
of danger. 

When shopping or sightseeing, LeClair 
advises, leave your pet at home. He cau- 
tions that shaded parking areas or air 
conditioned cars with the motor shut off 
won’t save your pet’s life. 

When a dog or cat is suffering from 
heatstroke, the symptoms. are usually 
rapid breathing or panting, glazed eyes, 
rapid pulse rate, dizziness, vomiting or 
a deep red or purple tongue, followed by 
collapse, The recommended emergency 
treatment is to get the animal into the 
shade and apply ice packs or cold towels 
to the head, neck or chest. Don’t give it 
an unlirnited amount of cold water. Let 
it lick ice cubes or even ice cream and 
get the animal to a veterinarian 
immediately. 


WOODLAND OWNERS REPORT 
“ON STUMP” SALES OF 
$433 MILLION IN 1984 

Maine’s woodlarid owners have 
reported selling trees “on the stump" 
worth over $433 million in 1984 according 
to the Department of Conservation’s 
Maine Forest Service. 

Oak, ash, white birch, hard maple and 
white pine were thé highest value species 
with oak sawlogs and veneer fetching as 
much as $459 per thousand board feet in 
Oxford County. 

The prices paid landowners for stiim- 
page or stariding trees were reported to 
the Forest Service as requiréd by state 
law. Officials estimate thé reported sales 
include roughly 85 percent of all trees 
sold as stumpageé in 1984. 

Statewide average prices per thousand 
board feet for hard maple, white birch 
arid ash veriéer stumpage were just over 
$80, with one sale of white birch veneer 
in Washitigton County topping $250. 

White pine sawlogs averaged $79 per 
thousand board feet statewide. In York 
County, the average price for white pine 
stumpage was $91 per thousarid, highest 
average price in any county. 7 

Maine Forest Service Director Ken- 
eth Stanton said woodlot owners may 
draw several important conclusions from 


Newry town office 


Selectmen Roger E, Hanscom and Lee 
Swan met at the Newry town office Tues- 
day morning, July 16. Stephen Wight did 
not attend. John Gauthier, plumbing in- 
Spector, met with the selectmen and 
turned in some plumbing reports and 
$631 in plumbing fees he had collected. 
One-fourth of this is paid to the state and 
the balance is retained by the town. Ap- 
proximately $238 of this was paid to Mr, 
Gauthier for his pay, 

The selectmen had an inquiry from the 
Bethel Water District regarding an in- 
crease in their taxes. Selectmen were 
unable to reach them by phone on Tues- 
day morning. The increase was due to an 
increase (by the state) in hardwood 
values on land under Tree Growth from 
$34.60 per acre in 1984 to $55.50 per acre 
in 1985. 

Twenty thousand dollars in 1985 tax 
money which had been collected was in- 
vested in an interest bearing account. 
The balance was deposited in the 
treasurer’s checking account to pay cur- 
rent bills, A treasurer’s warrant was 
made to pay the SAD #44 payment, which 
is due July 20. 

It was voted to pay $2,000 on account 
on the disputed cemetery repairs bill. 
This bill was not authorized by the select- 
men and exceeded the budget and the 
rates were higher than town rates. The 
bill totaled approximately $2,600, It was 
voted to take the matter up with the con- 
tractor doing the work. 

The board of selectmen met with Mar- 
shall Fleet, road commissioner, on Tues- 
day morning of this week and discussed 
summer road maintenance, 

Some holes in the Skiway Access Road 
need patching, also some on the road 
near near Roger Wheeler's. Mr. Fleet 
will get a load of patching material to 
patch these and any other locations re- 
quiring attention. There are some 
culverts on the Branch Road that need 
lowering and the road commissioner will 
take care of these, as well as any other 
necessary repairs, 

It was voted to complete the rebuilding 
of the Roderick Road later this year and 
tar it next year. Part of this road, the sec 
tion from Sunday River Road to the 
residence of Stanley Roberts was done 
last year and a prime coat of tar was ap- 
plied this year, as well as a prime coat 
of tar to the Monkey Brook Road. Plans 
call for putting mix in place on these two 
sections next year. Mr. Fleet is to con- 
tact contractors to get prices on 
rebuilding the section of the Roderick 
Road. 

The condition of the town truck was 
discussed. Quite a bit of work will have 
to be dorie on this if it is uséd this winter, 
arid it will have to bé replaced in one to 
two years at best. 

The possibility of contracting ott the 
wiriter road maintenance was discussed 
and it was decided to See what could be 
done along this lire.

with dump’s condition 


At the meeting of the Greenwood 
selectmen on Tuesday evening it was 
stated that the results of the meeting with 
the DEP representative on the condition 
of the former dump in Greenwood last 
Wednesday proved satisfactory for ev- 
eryone concerned. Mr. Davis, a non- 
resident Greenwood taxpayer, and Don 
Kale, enforcement officer of the DEP 
were especially pleased with the dump’s 
condition. 

Central Maine Power Co. would like 
the selectmen to approve some new pole 
permits on Rowe Hill where a house and 
a trailer are to be located. It was sug- 
gested by the selectmen that Raymond 
W. Seames, road comissioner, approve 
the pole site first to eliminate any 
replacement of poles necessitated by the 
scheduled widening of the road next 
year. 

A meeting scheduled for Thursday has 
been postponed until Aug. 1 at which time 
discussion as to the possibilities of 
whether Woodstock will continue to use 
the Greenwood (stump) dump and if so 
for how long, will be determined. Another 
issue to be discussed will be the rules for 
the transfer station. It is hoped that these 
will be established by the Aug. 1 meeting 
and be ready for posting at the site 
thereafter. 

Effective immediately, the transfer 
station is not accepting any more tires, 
metals or white goods. These items may 
be taken to the stump dump. 

It was agreed that the stump dump 
hours will be 9 a.m. to noon, Saturdays, 
and 8 to 11 a.m. on Mondays. Any excep- 
tions to these hours should be made by 
appointment, by calling 527-2254,

Safety Tip of the Week 

Summer has its variety of heat-related 
problems. This column has already 
discussed sunburn and heatstroke. This 
week will focus on the more common pro- 
blem of heat exhaustion, over-exertion in 
the heat. 

Heat exhaustion is noted by extreme 
sweating, tired feeling, sometimes faint 
feeling, and lowered internal body 
temperatures. The cold, clammy skin 
would describe the person with heat 
exhaustion, 

The treatment is simple, relax and 
replace the body fluids lost with 
sweating. The importance of drinking 
fluids cannot be stressed enough for the 
person who is planning to do a lot of work 
or run a race in the heat. The tem- 
peratures don't have to be extremely 
elevated to cause this heat related 
problem. Humidity has a lot to do with it. 

The fluids that have salt help to replace 
salt lost through sweat, keeping the

WEST PARISH CHURCH TO 
PROCEED WITH 
‘MAINTENANCE PROJECT 

Members of the West Parish Con- 
gregational Church held.a special con- 
gregational meeting Sunday and voted. 
to proceed immediately with a major 
deferred. maintenance project at the 
church building. Church member ar- 
chitect James Yarnell of Upton outlined 
to the members the need to stabilize the 
loose rock foundation under the main en- 
trance to the sanctuary, repair trusses 
that support the steeple and belfry, 
upgrade the electrical service, and pro- 
vide drainage to avoid basement flooding 
in periods of heavy rain, The proposed 
project will also provide additional 
classroom and storage space in a 
presently unuseable area of the 
basement. 

Mr. Yarriell gave a brief history of the 
construction of the present church 
building, pointing out that, like most 
buildings in the area, it was built in 
pieces over a long period of time. 

Moderator Steve Wight expressed his 
feeling that the present members of the 
congregation should look upon the pro- 
posed project as an opportunity to make 
their contribution to the structure, the 
last major work having been done about 
50 years ago. 

Mr. Wight said he felt that part of the 
mission of the church is the maintenance 
of the building as a symbol in the com- 
munity and the renovation of the struc- 
ture to provide meeting space, etc., to 
community organizations. 

In addition to approving the 
maintenance work, church members 
voted to borrow up to $20,000 to add to the 
Church Improvement Fund to finance 
the repairs. Jim Yarnell will serve as 
supervising architect for the project, and 
Don Isham and Don Bean will be the con- 
tractors. The work is expected to begin 
this week and to be completed by 
Thanksgiving.

MAINE’S NEW MUZZLELOADING 
DEER SEASON 

Beginning with the close of the regular 
firearms season on whitetail deer in 
Maine there will begin a new chapter in 
Primitive Hunting. Governor Brennan 
signed into law a blackpowder 
muzzleloading firearm. season for 
hunting deer which will provide six days 
of hunting time available for those per- 
sons who favor the early style firearms 
and had not bagged a deer earlier in the 
regular firearm season: starting with the 
1985 season. 

The new statute replaces the former 
trial muzzleloading rifle season on deer 
that lapsed with the 1982 hunting season. 
The new law stipulates that the 
muzzleloading hunter upon purchasing a 
permit in the form of a stamp to be af- 
fixed to a current hunting license allows 
the licenseholder to hunt deer with a 
muzzleloading longarm beginning with 
the Monday following the close of the 
regular firearms season on deer until the 
end of the day on the following Saturday. 

License fees are: residents, $7; non- 
residents, $25; and aliens, $50, for the 
Special Muzzle-Loading Deer Hunting 
Permit. 

Restrictions imposed are: Muz- 
zleloading arms shall not be equipped 
with telescope sight arrangements, 
16-year-old minimum age, “buck-only” 
Stipulation as decreed by the 
commissioner. 

It is to be noted that the definition of 
a loaded state for the muzzleoloading 
firearm shall be those which are capped 
with.a percussion cap or flintlocks whose 
pan contains a priming charge while a 
main charge is in place in the barrel's 
chamber. 

No stipulation is made of a minimum 
bore size for deer hunting, but .40 calibre 
is the recognized minimum size with a 
selection of .45 calibre being recommiénd- 
ed with an appropriate charge of 
blackpowder to ensure éffective delivery 
afield. —Hugh L, Awalt
